Mrs. Emily DcLoof, While Heating Bot- 
tle of Liniment, for Two Sick Chil- 
dren Meets Horrible Death 



Mrs. Emily DeLoof died at her home 
in Gurnee on Wednesday morning: at 
11:30, from burns received in an ex- 
plosion of turpentine and lard, which 
she had placed on the stove to heat to 
prepare it for her two children who 
were ill with pneumonia. 

Mrs. DeLoof is wife of a day laborer 
living in the McGarvey flat just east 
of the Brascher store and in endeavor- 
ing to allay the sufferings of her two 
sick children she became a human torch 
her clothes becoming a mass of flames 
'and almost every stitch being burned 
from her body. 

The woman immediately rushed out 
of doors screaming for help and neigh- 
bors hearing her cries hurried to her 
assistance and soon extinguished the 
flames by wrapping her in blankets, 
but not, however until her injuries had 
assumed most frightful proportions. 
It was immediately Been that her burns 
could prove nothing but fatal and the 
physicians stated that she could live 
• but a few hours and her death which oc- 
curred jus c four hours after the acclr 
dent was the foreseen termination 01 s 
the matter. 

Mrs. DeLoof was about forty years 
of age and leaves her husband and sev- 
en children, two of whom are very ill, 
to mourn her loss. 

The DeLoof family have been resi- 
dents of Gurnee but a short time and 
are said to be in straitened circumstan- 
ces at present, due to unfortunate in- 
vestments. The family are said to 
have had unusually bad luck since mov- 
ing to Gurnee and the case is one that 
is exciting widespread sympathy. 



OLD SOLDIERS GOING FAST 



Reports From Order Shows That 100 
Die Every Twenty-Four Hours . 

The Grand Army of the Republic as an 
organization is approaching extinction 
faster than at any time during its exist- 
ance, according to reports sent to the 
Illinois headquarters in the Memorial 
building. 

Many of the state posts are sending 
in their annual reports of deaths, and 
these show 100 veterans of the.civil war 
died every twenly-four hours in 1910. 

Ten per cent of the membership died 
last year and the ratio of deaths com- 
pared with membership, is increasing 
rapidly, the reports show. ' 

That the mortality for 1910 will show a 
startling increase over those of proceed- 
ing years is the belief of local officers, 
based upon figurs from a few of the 
thirty-eight posts in Cook County. 

In 1909 the percentage -of deaths 
throughout the national organization 
was slightly under 5 per cent of the 
vernber 1910 the pension bureau in 
Washington found that 100 veterans of 
the great civil war were dying every 
day. The G. A. R. mortality is greater 
than in any other organization, it is 
said, and the cause is, held to be natural. 
It can obtainTfew recruits, its members 
being only those who served as Union 
soldiers in the Waf*of the Rebellion: It 
has no honorary members. Its only 
auxilliaries are the Sons of Veterans 
and the Woman's Relief corps. 

The last shot of the Civil war was 
fired more than forty-five years ago and 
in the last twenty years {he constantly 
thining ranks of the grayhaired 
veterans who march on Memoral day 
has yearly been the subject of comment 
It is argued that were it not that the 
war was fought by mere boys.it impro- 
bable the membership would be but a 
handful. 

Of the enlistments in the great strife 
844891 were of boys under 17, while 
1,151, 438 had not reached their eigh" 
teenth year. A total of 104,987 boys 
under 15 were under arms, while 
twenty-five youngsters of 10 years 
made themselves eligible.

Orvis & Beaubien on Saturday last 
filed their answer to the charges recent- 
ly made against them when former Dep- 
uty County Treasurer Lewis C Price, 
filed a bill in circuit court, by which he 
seeks to have the court force them to 
return to him some $12,000 worth of 
property which he turned over to them 
when the county treasurer shortage 
matter first came up. 

In the answer filed Orvis & Beaubien 
formally deny all of the charges made 
by Price and have filed for record var- 
ious statements. 

In the bill Mr. Beaubien says that at 
no time did he invite Mr. Price to a 
saloon for a drink while he was on his 
memorable visit to the store of Price 
at St. Paul. He denies that he said 
that the auditors had found the ac- 
counts of F. E. Ames all right and the 
only shortage found was while Price 
was county treasurer. 

He denies that he threatened Price 
with papers which would take him back 
to Lake County to answer to the charges 
which, were presented by Beaubien. 

He denies that he went to Mrs. Price 
and threatened her husband with ex- 
posure if she did not sign the papers 
transferring the property. 

He denies that at any time or at any 
place he made willfully or otherwise 
false statements in the case, and also 
denies that there was no consideration 
involved'in the deal whereby OrviG ob- 
tained poBession of the property of 
Price. 

The story of the case jn substanceJs 
this: From the bill just filed, itisclaim- 
ed that Fred E. Ames came into the 
office of Orvis & Beaubien and said that 
he had watched the operations of the 
auditors closely and that he knew they 
had found a shortage in the term of 
Price. Ames is alleged to have said 
that ho knew that Mr. Price had spent 
much money .in the last campaign 
and attributed . a shortage to that 
source. 

A little later, in September, Price is 



alleged to have left the office of Ames 
without any warning, leaving a letter 
saying in part that Price was over 
worked and would have to seek rest in 
a sanitarium. Ames is said to have 
believed that Price had gone to Florida, 
but later learned that he had gone to 
Minnesota. 

In connection with the letter al- 
leged to have been left by Price, .the 
bill alleges that Charles >Armes had 
found Price writing the letter, while 
tears were streaming down his face, 
and that at many times Prices is alleged 
to have ' acted in a furtive manner. 
Ames judging that the shortage found 
in the Price administration was large, 
and wishing protection in the matter of 
his own shortage, if it was fouud, went 
to OryiB & Beaubien and asked them to 
try and get hold of Price's property as 
be^f eared that Price would dispose of it. 
Ames knew that a shortage of $27,000 
had been found, of which $12,000 was 
traceable directly to Ames. The re- 
maining $15,000 Ames thought, was 
directly charged to Price and it was for 
^this amount that Ames wished a guar- 
antee. 

The bill then cites a number of dis- 
crepencies found on the books during 
the Price deputy term, which have al- 
ready been alleged. Then came the 
story of the visit to St Paul, according 
to Beaubien it is as follows. When he 
had located Price he said, "Price I 
have something important to say to you 
and 1 want to see you privately. Where 
can we go? I am a stranger here. Price 
had a small store which appeared to 
have but one room and was in charge 
of a girl. Price said: There is a saloon 
on the corner, we can sit there quietly, 
I know the proprietor. He led Beau- 
bien to the place and ' Beaubien then 
said Fred Ames sent me here. He says 
he has found some pretty bad things on 
you, he says you have got away with 
money on him for the past four years. 
To which Price replied I know it isn't 
true, Beaubien then said I thought that

OPPOSED 10 WATERWAYS 

New Speaker of Illinois Legislature Not 
Willing to Saddle 1 00 Million on People 

"I will not be for any waterway 
scheme, whether it comes from the gov- 
ernor or any other man, that will saddle 
a debt of $100,000,000 on the people of 
Illinois. I don't want anybody, when I 
am dead and gone, to point out to my 
children and say: 'Their old dad was one 
of the fellows who put this burden on 
us/ They talk of building the water- 
way for $20,000,000, but it will cost 
$100,OQO,000 before they get through 
with it, just as the Panama canal has 
cost $500,000,000 already, instead of the 
estimated $190,000,000." 

Charles Adkins, speaker of the Forty- 
Seventh general assembly of Illinois, 
outlined his views on the Deneen water- 
way plan in those words before boarding 
a train for the state capital. He said 
that the men who voted for the expend- 
iture of $20,000,000 would find that the 
project they sanctioned would have an 
entirely different aspect before they got 
through with it He insisted, however, 
that the waterways committee of the 
house would be appointed, with all the 
fairness he could exercise and with no 
idea of either making sure of the smoth- 
ering of the bill in committee or forcing 
it on the floor of the house. 

With reference to committees Speaker 
Adkins said that, aside from his ex- 
pressed intention of retaining David E. 
Shannahan at the head of the committee 
on appropriations, he would not make 
known the chairmenhe had decided on 
until he was ready to appoint them. 

The speaker would give no hint as to 
whom he would place at the head of the 
steering committee, one of the most im- 
portant in the house. It was ^ reported 
generally, however, that Louis J. Pier- 
son of Wilmette, would get the post 

With reference to his "policies," 
Speaker Adkins said: "The first thing 
we have got to do is to show people we 
are on the square, and to do that I am 
going to be for what I believe to be 
right, irrespective of any man's wishes. 
I am not going to be anybody's man. I 
am not going to be dictated to by any 
reform organization or by any news- 
paper that might want to run things, I 
am going to see that every man's bill 
gets a fair show. I am going to be for 
the good of Illinois." 



One hundred and twenty-five milk 
producers of Lake County > led by the 
persuasive arguments of officers of the 
milk association and Mrs. Scott Durand 
signed a petition at the Grand Army 
Hall at.

Accident Very Similar to the One Which 

Happened in the Same Spot a Little 

More' Than a Year Previously 



Once more the narrow road between 
Antioch and Salem near Liberty Cor- 
ner was the scene of an auto accident 
which came near resulting in another 
tragedy, just about ten o'clock Thurs- 
day night of last week when an auto- 
mobile driven by Arthur Gardner of 
Kenosha, and having for its passengers 
Peter Galles, John Sherrer and John 
Sherrer, Jr., went over the embank- 
ment at almost the identical spot where 
the accident occurred over a year ago, 
which resulted in the death of Harvey 
Gibson and the serious injury of Ed- 
ward Collier. 

The second Kenosha party to meet 
disaster on this stretch of road fared 
better than the first for in some mirac- 
ulous manner the men escaped from 
under the damaged car and none of 
them were seriously injured. 

The auto party had spent some few 
hours at this village and had started 
on their return home considerable after 
dark. .The trip was made without inci- 
dent for a couple of miles or until they 
came to this particular stretch of road, 
which was, it is said, considerably drift- 
ed with snow. The men were aware of 
their location and shuddered as they 
came onto this stretch. At almost the 
identical spot where Gibson was killed 
the car went over the embankment and 
before it stopped it had gone more than 
thirty feet from the road. The car 
turned on its side but the top held it 
from turning completely over or falling 
to the bottom of the ditch. 

Gardner was pinned in by the steer- 
ing wheel. The other three crawled 
out and helped Gardner to release him- 
self. Mr. Galles was the only one of 
the number to suffer an injury and it 
was limited to a badly sprained wrist. 

As will be remembered Mrs. Arthur 
Gardner was one of the number to meet 
with the first accident and it seems" a 
strange coincidence that her husband 
should figure in a very similar auto ac- 
cident in the same place at about the 
same hour a little over a year later. 

The personal damage suit brought 
against the town of Salem by Edward 
Collier for injuries received in accident 
number one has been settled and out of 
court for only a few weeks. In that 
case it was decided that the driver did 
not exercise proper precaution.

NEW PENSION BILL 
PASSED BY LARGE 

MAJORITY 

By a vote of 212 to 62 the House on 
Tuesday passed the Rulloway general 
pension bill, which grants pensions rang- 
ing from twelve to thirty-six dollars a 
month to all soldiers who served ninety 
days in the United States army in the 
civil war, or sixty days in the Mexican 
war, and who have reached the age of 
sixty-two years. The' bill adds about 
$45,000,000 a year to the pension roll. 

Many members availed themselves of 
the opportunity to pay oratorial tributes 
to the veterans. Speaker Cannon took 
the floor in behalf of the measure, he 
spoke for about ten minutes -declaring 
that the time was fast nearing when 
the last defender of the Union will have 
passed from the needs of a greatf ul 
nation. 

Those who Bpoke in opposition con- 
fined themselves- to the large burden 
that the annual appropriation would 
entail. 

The scale fixed in the bill according 
to age is as follows: Sixty- two years, 
$16 per month; Sixty-five years $20 a 
month; Seventy years, $25 a^ month; 
Seventy-five years, $86 a month.

Even tho shops make a dlfler- 
ence. Here It is a positive pleasure 



to shop. . Then, your theaters, opera' 
and concerts aro so wonderful. In 
fact, New York Is one of tho most 
fascinating cities in. the world. It Is 
all life and color and impulse. 

"Logically, of course, Washington 
should be the social center of the 
country.- It never will be, however, 
,for no city can .tako the honors away 
from New York. Tho -atmosphere is 
differont, and a social climate is as 
hard to change as any other kind." 

It is stated that Baroness Hengel- 
muller nearly fell down dead when 
she saw this interview in tho Now 
York papers and thon saw it copied 
into tho Washington papers. Baroness 
Hengelmuller is nothing if not con- 
ventional. She lives by form and 
roto, and to do anything out of tho 
regular Is In her opinion to commit a 
crime. 

She came back home in a state of 
nervous collapse, declared Bho never 
said n word of It and that Washington 
Is perfectly lovely. » 

^Baroness Hengelmuller wears that 
title In her own right, and both Bho 
and tho baron belong to the stern Aus- 
trian court circles; that is, the baron 
does now. She was' born into that 
world of convention and rules, where 
you could sit by tho fireplace and burn 
up before the servant next to. you 
would make an attempt to save 'you 
unless that was his particular court 
function/ 

The baroness .was a widow when 
she married Mr. Ladlslaus Hengelmul- 
ler von Hengervnr, and it never pleas- 
ed her at all that bo was a, plain 
"Mr." She was never qulto happy un- 
til she secured her' husband the em- 
bnssadorshlp from Austro-Hungary, 
and then a few years ago she got 
him created a baron.

THE carelessness or Ignorance of big 
firms In observing the federal laws 
governing abuse of coins costs them 
thousands of dollars yearly. Just re- 
cently a Chlcngo company camo to 
grief which would have saved Itself 
and the government much trouble and 
expense if It had read tho following 
law: x 

"Whoever fraudulently, by any 
act, way or meaiiB shall deface, 
mutilate, Impair, diminish, falsify or 
lighten . . . the gold or silver coins 
which havo been or which may here- 
after be coined in the mint of the 
United States .. . shall be fined 
not more than $2,000 and Imprison- 
ment of not more than five years." 

Some clever advertiser conceived 
the idea of an "ad." of metal Just tho 
size of a dime, with tho wording and 



printing placed In such a way that at 
first glanco It would appear as a dime. 
The Idea was cleverly executed. A fair 
Imitation of the head of Liberty was 
'on one side and tho advertisement on 
the other. The number was placed 
where the date on a dlmo Is and tho 
first glance certainly impressed one 
as the real coin. Tho other side had 
a sheaf of wheat and In the center the 
words "On Time." 

The firm had no desire to defraud 
the public. But unscrupulous peoplo 
who had access to them did. Sev- 
eral firms and persons, lost money by 
accepting the advertisement for real 
money, chewing gum mnchlnes were 
ffrled with them, and* at last the se- 
cret service learned how matters were 
and began an Inveetigatlon. There 
were 160,000 of the metals confiscated. 
Some stray ones, however, were In cir- 
culation and it took almost n year to 
"hunt them down." 

Jewelers aro guilty every day of 
committing a criminal offense. Ac- 
cording to the ordinance, to mutilate 
money Is an offense in the eyes of the 
law.

AMONG the navies of tho world the 
American sailors have long hold 
tho record of the finest marksmen in 
existence. ' Though tho United States 
does not spend so much for new battle- 
ships as other countries, It lays more 
emphasis on marksmanship than docs 
any other nation and for that reason, 
combined with tho American sailor's 
lnflnlto patience, our men have gained 
their world-wide reputation of cham- 
pions.

Had the little^vessol been 
in battle sho would havo shattered in 
flvo minutes a battleship at a distance 
of five miles, had sho shot with tho 
same accuracy. 

The gunner begins in tho ordnnnco 
shops at Washington, where he is In- 
structed in the rudiments of the art 
Ho Is kept at. his studies six days a 
week from eight o'clock In tho morn- 
ing until four In the afternoon. Before 
ho is detailed to a Bhlp the apprentice 
Is given three monthB' instruction' in 
tho handling of high explosives and 
taught the workings of the submarine 
mine. 

Then fco is turned ovor to a battle- 
ship, where ho is given the position of 
gun pointer In charge of an Instructor 
who knows tho business from top to 
bottom, and at this gun he sticks un- 
til his superiors think him eminently 
trustworthy, when ho is allowed to 
participate In mnneuvere. Finally he 
handles a gun In real war.

FINANCES IN GOOD SHAPE 



Legislation Widening Scope of Rail- 
road Commission Is Urged— rEx- 
tenalon of Civil Service Rec- 
ommended—initiation and 
Referendum — Employ- 
era' Liability.

Sprlngflold. — In his mesBngo, to the 
Forty-seventh assembly, Gov. Deneon 
calls particular attention to tho'flnan- 
cea of tho state, which aro In excel- 
lent condition. With the exception 
of the years 1906 and 1907 tho amount 
of money In' tho Etato treasury Jan- 
uary 1, 1911, Is tho largest In the his- 
tory of tho state. The auditor's re- 
port, covering tho last semi-annual 
period ending Septombor 30, 1910, 
buowb that there were $3,837,629.35 
In. tho general revenue- fund at that 
time. In other funds there were $334,- 
911.44. Tho auditor estimates that 
hetween October 1, 1910, and July 1, 
1911, ho will receive from all sourcea 
$8,961,483.37. Tho estimated liabili- 
ties of the' stato aro $7,690,816.96, so 
that tho probable balance of unap- 
propriated revenue July 1, 1911, will 
he $5,102,295.76. 

Railroad Commission. 

Tho governor recommends ade- 
quate railroad legislation which will 
give tho railroad and warehouse com- 
mission control of stock and bond Is- 
sues, express companies, railroad con- 
nections, interurban railroads, joint 
through, rates, facilities at -stations, 
and street railway companies; The 
message Eays: 

"At the creation of this commission 
in 1871, there were nineteen railway 
companies reporting to the commis- 
sion with a total mileage of -single 
track of 3,730%, and a total of all de- 
scription of S.OGG^. For- the year 
ending Juno 30, 1910, 150 Bteam rail- 
road companies and flfty-flvo electric 
interurban railroad companies made 
report to tho commission with an ag- 
gregate' single track mileage, main 
line and branohes, of 13,487.78, and a 
total of tracks of all descriptions of 

• 23,575.33 miles. This Is a greater 
mlleago than that of any other state, 
in the union. 

"Since the creation of the commis- 
sion the capital represented by the 
rail road e reporting to the commission 
has grown frorn^ $307,521,422 to $6,- 
981,470,593, and the commission's re- 
port shows that the passenger and 
freight traffic of the companies has 
grown m liko proportion. At the date 
of tho creation of tho railroad and' 
warehouse commission the ' railroad 
operated by electric power was prac- 
tically unknown. Now, Illinois has 
.1,663.47 miles of interurban railways, 
giving passenger, sleeping car, ex- 
press and freight service. Under the 
provisions of tho statute, the commis- 
sion is charged with the duty of mak- 
ing uv for these railroads a schedule 
of reasonable maximum • rates of 
charges for the transportation of pas- 
sengers, freight and cars, and with 
the duty of revising the same as oft- 
en as occasion shall require. In my 
last, message to the General Assembly 
I directed attention to certain com- 
plaints which had been filed against 
the express companies In relation to 
exorbitant charges made by them and 
• to the fact that express companies 
wero not" specifically named in. the 
railroad and warehouse statute. 
Nevertheless, in view of tho contin- 
uance of such complaints tho N com- 
mission, on its own motion, assumed 
jurisdiction of the subject and cited all 
tho express companies before it and 
.made an exhaustive and thorough in- 
vestigation of express charges and 
practices in this state. At the conclu" 
slon of ■ this investigation tho com- 
mission entered an, order making a 
schedule of reasonable maximum 
rates aud charges for the transporta- 
tion of freight by. express companies, 
to bo effective on and after October 
15, 1910. Before this order be- 
/ <;omo effective, tho express companies 
"filed a petition in tho United States 
District court praying that tho com- 
mission bo enjoined from, enforcing 
-this order and tariff. Tho court is- 
sued an order restraining the com- 
mission from enforcing tho tariff, 
pending tho Injunction proceedings, 
the basis of tho Injunction being tho 
allegation that the commission is 
without' Jurisdiction over express com- 
panies. ' I would, therefore, recom- 
mend to tho General Assembly that 
a statute bo enacted specifically plac- 
ing tho express companies doing busi- 
ness In this state under the Jurisdic- 
tion of tho commission. Tho powers 
of this commission aro very much 
limited. The entire act relating to 
the commission should bo rewritten 
'amd' revised and tho power of tho 
commission very materially enlarged. 
This would not only bo a benefit to 
tho state at largo, but to the railroads 
and shippers gonorally who como lm« 
medlatoly In contact with tho com- 

• mission?' 

Tho message further' calls atten- 
tion to tho noal rato investigation 
,hy tho Railroad Commission and tho 
" ruling of tho commission "that tho 
railroad companies were, not entitled 
to an IncreaZe over former rates by 
10; cents per ton, but that they were 
entitled to moro compensation, and 



fixed the amount at 7 cents per ton.*' 
This decision was acquiesced In by 
all parties and tho now tariff carrying 
7 cents increase became effective De- 
cember 10, 1910. 

Grain Inspection. 
Tho message relates the improve; 
ments ,in the State Grain* Inspection 
department during the last two years, 
which.' have enabled the department 
to handle the grain promptly,. improve 
its system of inspections, establish 
complete records, and dispose of ap- 
peals. Tho mesaago also refers to. the 
installation of a complete apparatus 
for the testing of moisture In corn, 
thUB' enabling the department to re- 
duce to a more exact sclojice the in- 
spection of this cereal. '' 
- In view of those lmprovomonts and 
tho "coJ§?pleto revolution in tho sys- 
tem of handling and marketing grain 
sinco the statutes were enacted pn> 
vldlng for tho appointment of a Rail-' 
road, and Warehouse commission and 
the establishing of public warehouses, 
there should- be a thorough revision 
of these laws." 

Public Utilities. 
On tho subject of public utilities 
the message says: 

"The attention of - tho Genoral As- 
sembly is directed to tho question of 
tho enlargement of tho powers of the 
state in tho regulation of "the rates 
and. service of public service, corpora- 
tions. Tho franchises and business 
of public utility companies are in' 
their nature a monopoly. They should 
bo treated as such in order that the 
interests of the public, aB well as 
those of • the corporations, may be 
properly safeguarded. 

"It is too well known to need the 
support of argument that the stand- 
ards of politics in our own state and 
municipalities havo often been low- J 
ercd and their legislative bodies, de- 
baunched throughUho efforts of public 
utility companies, striving, on tho one 
hand, to secure improper, privileges 
and franchises through tho enactment 
of laws and ordinances, and, upon the 
other, to prevent tho passage of de-r 
structlve legislation intended only for 
blackmailing purposes. 

"In my Judgment, authority should 
be given to the Railroad and Ware- 
house commission, or to a commission 
created for thla specific purpose, to 
gather and publish all facts regarding 
the cost of construction, maintenance 
and operation of public utility corpor- 
ations, with power to require service 
adequate for the public needs and to 
fix rates which will bo fair to tho pub- 
lic, will assure to investors a reason- 
able return upon their Investment, 
and -will offer inducements for the in- 
vestment of privato capital in pub- 
lic servico corporations to stimulate 
their growth as tlio public needs may 
require. 

"If comprehensive legislation of the 
character suggested were provided, 
tho subject of corporate control would 
bo removed to a greater extent than 
at present from tho field of politics 
in. which it has often exercised a dis- 
turbing Influence." » 

Geological Survey. 
Tho study and preservation of the 
state's mineral resources is commend- 
ed by tlio governor. Ho calls atten- 
tion to the fact that Illinois occupies 
third placo among the mineral pro- 
ducing states, wjth an output of $150,- 
000,000 (annually. The ' state ranks 
third for production of coal and pe- 
troleum and almoBt as high for clay 
products and other materials. His 
message shows that 3,500 square miles 
of Illinois land,' exclusive of those in 
tho valley of the Illinois river, aro 
Bubject to overflow. Tho geological 
survey department has surveyed 860 
square miles in co-operation' with the 
internal improvement commission and 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. It Is estimated that reclamation 
of flooded lands will increase their 
valuo $100,000,000. 

Continuing the discussion of the 
minerals of tho state, tho governor 
says: "Our coal deposits, which glvo 
employment to over. 70,000 men, re- 
quire continued study to determine 
their depth, extent and availability. 
It Is particularly desirable to test the 
quality of several coal bods In con- 
nection with now methods of power 
generation. Sinco our mining equip- 
ment is now idle moro than 40 per 
cent- of the time, it is particularly de- 
sirable to Improve tho processes of 
summer storage and seok means to 
prevent spontaneous combustion, so 
as tq widen our markets, so that the 
production may proceed nt a lower, 
bu^ moro regular, rate. A consider- 
able territory in tlio northwest is nat- 
urally attributed to the' Illinois coal 
field, but the severe competition which 
wo encounter requires Improvement in 
the preparation of our product 

Tho messago shows that tho annual 
output of clay products in .500 'indus- 
trial plants. is $13,000,000.- A special 
appropriation has been recommended 
to enable tho geological survey and 
ceramics department at tho university 
to devote special attention to clays. 

A further Investigation of Illinois 
oil fields, which produced 35,000,000 
barrels in* 1910, is recommended. 

The governor recommends that an 
appropriailon bo made for tho pro- 
tection and. cultivation of the- fish in-, 
dustry in iho Illinois and other rivers. 
According to the United States cen- 
sus, tho fisheries of Illinois employ 
4,417 men and capital of $556,000, with 
an annual product valued at $1,413,- 
000. A considerable proportion of this 
buslnoss Is done along tlio Illinois 
river. 

The governor also directs attention 
to the protection of the forests of tho 
stato. Ho points but .that *whllo 
approximately 30 per cent, of the state 
was originally, forested, only about 
five per cent, is now covered with 
trees. The Illinois forests yield 116,- 
000,000 hoard feet of sawed timber 
and 450,000 railroad ties, per year; 
together with a largo number of min- 



ing timbers, and other miscellaneous 
products. 

• In the report from the stato ento- 
mologist,, the attention of the legisla- 
ture Is directed to the probability of 
an invasion of Illinois wheat by the 
chinch bug. It Is the desire of the 
stato entomologist to send assistants 
to tho endangered neighborhoods to 
light the pests;: '•'•;; 

University of Illinois. 
Tho work of tho University of Illi- 
nois is covered at length by the gov- 
ernor. His message treats of it by 
departments emphasizing particularly" 
the growth of tho now departments 
such as tho Colleges of Agriculture, 
Engineering, School. of Commerce and 
the School of Arts, and Sciences, in 
all of which additional improvements 
are. recommended. For the first time 
an appropriation is asked on behalf 
of the Medical- school. 

State Charities Commission. 
After outlining briefly tho work of 
the' commission, the governor calls 
attention to conditions in. the Jails as 
follows: 

"Tho reports of this commission 
show very unsatisfactory conditions 
in our county Jails. Pew Jails are 
free from conditions for very grave 
criticism and tho physical properties 
and sanitary conditions of many of 
them are so, bad as to demand atten- 
tion. .Some of the defects found are 
over-crowding, darkness by day and 
night not permitting . prisoners to 
read, lack of employment, coldness, 
dampness and poor food, the latter 
due undoubtedly to tho per diem sys- 
tem . of supplying food to tho prison- 
ers." 

The governor calls attention to the 
fact that tho act creating 1 the chari- 
ties commission gives tho commission 
no power to enforce Its recommenda- 
tltons for the improvement of condi- 
tions in county Jails. After giving 
briefly the laws in other states and 
the course pursued, he suggests that 
"Illinois might construct a law that 
would operate successfully and wltl\ 
little friction to- elimlnato the ovils 
that have -been found in our county 
Jails." 

Civil Service. 
After calling attention to his rec- 
ommendation for the passage of the 
civil servico law in 1905 and tho en- 
actment of a, merit law governing the. 
charities servico of tho state, the gov- 
ernor says: •'. . 

"The law in. its enforcement by the 
civil service commission has resulted 
in gfeat good to tho charities branch 
of tho Bervice. It has eliminated po- 
litical influence and employes secure 
positions On their merit. It has 
stamped out sweeping changes and 
furnishod '-a guarantee of tenure to 
thoso who wish to contlnuo in tho 
employment of the state. It has ex- 
terminated the, hospital tramp and in- 
troduced tho trained nurse. It has 
placed the medical care of tho pa- 
tients in skilled hands. It, has raised 
the standard of employment in every 
department." \ 

Aftor referring to President Toft's 
recommendation of tho. extension of 
the classified service of tho federal 
government and calling attention to 
the submission of tho question of a 
state-wide merit system to the people 
at the recent election, tho following 
recommendation is made: 

"I therefore earnestly recommend 
to your honorable body that the civil 
service act of 1905 be extended to all 
of .the other departments and 
branches of stato government." 
Insurance Department. 
Because of legislation enacted dur- 
ing the Inst sjx years regulating life 
insurance, the. messago says, Illinois 
occupies a place in the front rank in 
Insurance legislation. Tho following 
amendments to the present law have 
been recommended by the insurance 
department: * >r 

"1. A \u mD or of Hfo companies 
have been organized in this state dur- 
ing tho past few. years, and many of 
our cititzens aro tho owners of pro- 
tection to these stockholders, as the 
stock of such a corporation may bo 
impaired to^lio vanishing point bo- 
fore tho company is Insolvent; all cap- 
ital stock bolng, under tho present 
laws, surplus, and protection to policy 
holders. These stockholders should 
havo the protection of our insurance 
laws, and Boctlon 10 of tho life law 
should bo so amended as to provide 
that If the par value of the capital 
stock of a life cq^npany is Jmpaired 
moro than 25* per cent, tho company 
should bo compelled to cease writ- 
ing new business until its impairment 
is made good. 

"Many life ' companies doing busi- 
ness In Illinois are given authority by 
the laws of tho states in which thoy 
are domiciled to Insert what is known 
as. a 'disability clause' in their pol- 
icies. Tho department recommends 
that tho law be so amended that Illi- 
nois companies may bo given tho 
same privilege, tho Illinois Supremo 
Court having held that natlvo com- 
panies may not write a policy that 
provides for life protection and also 
against accident. 

"Tho bill Indorsed fcy the National 
Association of Insurance Commis- 
sioners, tho National Fraternal Con- 
gress and tho Association Fraterni- 
ties of America, covering fraternal 
.beneficiary societies, Is recommended 
to tho genoral asBombly for Its con- 
sideration. It is entitled, 'A bill for 
the regulation and control of all fra- 
ternal benefit societies.'" ' 

It Is further recommended that "tho 
policies of casualty companies doing 
buslnoss in this state should also con- 
tain a few minimum provisions for 
tho protection of the Insured and ob- 
jectionable clauses In theso contracts 
should bo prohibited." 

Mine Rescue Work. 
, "Tho mine rescuo station commis- 
sion created by tho last general as- 
sembly has erected three substantial 



Benton, the sites of which wero do- 
nated, by the citizens of the places 
named," says the message. In addl- 
tlpn to the station huildlngs, three res- 
cue cars have been provided to facili- 
tate the movement of rescue' parties 
in case of mino accidents. One of 
these was donated by the Chicago] 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Co., 
and one by the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Railway Co. The six men who 
have chargo of the training and res- 
cuo stations were selected after a 
severo competitive examination and 
have been given a most thorough 
training in tho theoretical and prac- 
tical branches of , their work at the 
Urbana, Illinois, and Pittsburg, Penn- 
sylvania, stations. It .should bo a 
source of gratification to the citizens 
of Illinois that our stato has boon 
tho pioneer in the erection of mino 
fescue stations under stato auspices, 
and I believe we may confidently 'look 
forward through their agency to a 
.great Improvement in mine conditions 
and a diminution of the dangers In- 
cident to this hazardous occupation." 
Prison Labor. . 

The messago directs attention to the 
imp'ortan growth of them arket for 
limestone dust which is being manu- 
factured In the Southern Illinois peni- 
tentiary. In 190G the state disposed of 
122 tons and in 1910 of 13,552 tons. 
Two dust mills with capacity estimat- 
ed at 50,000 tons per annum have been 
Installed but even this 'increase is ex- 
pected to be taxed to the utmost by 
1912. It is estimated ' that 0,000,000 
acres of land in 23 counties In south- 
ern Illinois require the application of 
limestone dust to remove tho acidity 
of the soil. 

State Board of Health, 
v Tho messago recommends that a 
law be enacted' providing for the crea- 
tion of a state Banltarlum for consQmp- 
tlvcs. It also recommends that a law 
bo enacted providing for tho registra- 
tion of vital statistics which will bo 
uniform with other states, and will 
conform with the provisions of the 
'census bureau of tho United States 
government. 

It Is recommended that the state 
board of health bo given authority to 
revoke tho' license of physicians for 
unprofessional and dishonorable con- 
duct. 

It Is bIbo recommended that appro- 
priations for the free distribution of 
anti-toxin for tho treatment and pre- 
vention of diphtheria be continued.' 

Educational Tax. 
Tho governor recommends that the 
suggestion of tho educational commis- 
sion for tho re-enactment of tho two- 
mill school tax abandoned in 1873 
bo carried out He calls attention to 
tho fact that under the old system of 
.taxation .the two-mill tax would bo 
equivalent to 1.2 mills under tho pres- 
ent method. Tho governor advises the 
legislature that the following commis- 
sions have not completed their work, 
and aro not yet ready to report. 

State tax commission. Must report 
by January 15, 1911. 

The mining Investigation commis- 
sion. "Will report soon. 

State penitentiary commission to 
select a suitable site for general pris- 
on. Will report soon. 

Live Stock Commission. 
Tho following recommendations.are 
made for the protection and promotion 
of tho live stock interests of the state: 
That an adequate appropriation bo 
made to enable the biological labora- 
tory to supply hog cholera serum for 
tho extermination of hog cholera. 

That provision be made for tho in- 
spection of all slaughter houses. 
Illinois Central. 
The governor's messago gives briefly/ 
the history of the Illinois Control In- 
vestigation. Ho shows that sinco .the 
beginning of tho investigation in which 
tho state has expended $G8,709.06, tho 
increased revenue accruing to the 
state, ns shown by tho reports, of the 
cortlfled public accountant, has been 
$792,700.84. ,Tho accounting Is made 
"by the governor of tho expenses and nt 
tho somo time the sources of. Increased 
revenue are pointed out. Tho result 
of the case under the ruling of tho 
supreme court, in which tho stato lost 
on throd points and won on fourteen, is 
given. 

"To take advantage of tho findings 
of the court it will bo necessary." says 
tho message, "to gather further infor- 
mation to be presented to tho court 
upon tho treatment of this Important 
case. The preparation of this caso has 
required moro labor in the way of In- 
vestigation of accounts and Its legal 
representation has Involved tho con- 
sideration of moro Intricate and im- 
portant questions than have ever- been 
presented to tho supremo court .in this 
stato." 

Initiative and Referendum. 
The message gives tho vote on tho 
question of adopting a constitutional 
amendment establishing the initiative 
and referendum. Continuing, tho gov- 
ernor says:. 

"Tho object of the Initiative and ref- 
erendum Is to provide a more direct 
avenue for tho expression of public 
opinion both by way of approval and 
disapproval of tho measure by tho 
general assembly and by way of the 
Initiative and passage of the measure 
directly by tho people. "Within tho last 
12 years the Initiative and referendum 
has been adopted in South Dakota, 
Utah, Oregon, Montana, Oklahoma, 
Maine, Missouri, Arkansas and Ne- 
vada. 

"Tho intention of this system does 
not contomplato the diminution of tho 
power of the general assembly In con- 
nection with legislation, but it Is in* 
tonded, as I understand, permitting ro- 
courso to its provisions in matters of 
groat and unusual publlo importance, 
especially thoso In which it becomes 
manifest or highly probable that tho 
views or sentiments of the general as- 
sembly are out of harmony wlttf, or 
does not properly reflect well defined 
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"In my Judgment, therefore, cars 
should bo taken in the framing of any 
contemplated initiative and referen- 
dum measure to adapt its provisions to 
the concentration of public opinion 
upon a very important public measure 
rather than to dissipate and confuse It 
In the consideration of many, measures 
of minor importance. The subject is 
ono which will demand most careful 
consideration by tho genoral assembly 
in attempting to meet tho votes as ex- 
pressed at the polls." 

Minority Legislation. 

On the question of .minority legisla- 
tion, the message says: 

"The attention of the general assem- 
bly Is directed to the subject of mi- 
nority legislation and to tho proposed 
submission to tho people of a constitu- 
tional amendment for its abolition. Illi- 
nois is the only state In which this sys- 
tern obtains, the conditions which led 
to its introduction hero no longer ex- 
ist, and the continuance of the system 
Is now attended with many objection- 
able practices and harmful results. 
This is especially the caso since the 
passage of the direct primary laws, .be- 
cause under tho minority legislation 
system men whoso candidacy is objec- 
tionable to the greater mass of tho 
minority or majority parties are never- 
theless able to securo nomination 
through tho practice of 'plumping* 
made possible by tho system. 

"Since nominations under this sys- 
tem aro practically tantamount to an 
election of tho two legislative nomi- 
nees of the majority and tho ono noml- 
neo of tho minority party in each of 
tho senatorial districts of tho state, 
there Is no opportunity afforded to the 
voters at tho general election to cor- 
rect this evil which can only be re- 
moved through the abolition of the 
system itself. The question of amend- 
ing tho constitution for this purpose is 
therefore submitted to the general as- 
sembly with the recommendation that 
it be given mo3t careful consideration. 

Food Department. 
The message compares unfavorably 
the appropriation for the maintenance 
of tho Illinois pure food department, 
with other states. Illinois has 12 food 
inspectors, while New York has 48, 
Pennsylvania 30 and Ohio 29. • The ap- 
propriation for Illinois last year was 
one-fifth of the New York appropria- 
tion. The governor says: 

"In my Judgment a larger appropri- 
ation should bo mnde for tho support 
of tho etato food department and for 
tho establishment of a bacteriological 
laboratory and the cmplbyment of ad- 
ditional analytical chemists to perform 
tho analytical work for tho board of 
administration, which .has been added 
to tho duties of the Btate food commis- 
sion. A further requirement necessary 
to secure more complete control over 
tho purity and wholeBomeness.of food 
prfoducts In this stato is a law requir- 
ing that all foods bo prepared, manu- 
factured and sold under sanitary con- 
ditions. Legislation of this character, 
providing lor tho supervision of tho 
conditions under which food products 
aro produced and distributed, has been 
enacted by nearly every other state. 
Illinois has fallen behind in this highly 
important matter by failure to provide 
tho legislation necessary to enforce the 
maintenance of sanitary conditions in 
food production and distribution." 
Employers' Liability. 
Governor Deneen gives briefly the 
history of his attempt to securo legis- 
lation fixing the liability of employers, 
which finally ended In the appointment 
of an employers' liability commission. 
The commission was required to com- 
plete Its investigations and report Its 
findings by September 15, 1910. 

The act provided that the commis- 
sion should report to the governor only 
Buch recommendations or drafts of 
bills as should havo been ngreed upon 
by a majority of thoso representing 
employers and a majority of those rep- 
resenting employees. Under thoso lim- 
itations the commission was unable to 
reach an agreement upon bills to be 
submitted. Continuing on this subject, 
tho governor said: 

"Nevertheless, I believe that steps 
should bo taken nt tho present ses- 
sion to meet the persistent demand for 
legislation respecting tho .liability of 
employers and compensation of work- 
men In cases of industrial accident 

"Under tho present law, no Imme- 
diate provision, is available for the 
injured or for the families of those 
who are killed as a result of Indus- 
trial accidents, and a recourse to liti- 
gation Is unsatisfactory, both In Its 
delays and uncertainty of outcome and 
Its cxpenslveness, to employer and to 
employe; between whom, furthermore, 
It creates needless antagonisms. Un- 
der a compensation system, indemnity 
is certain; delay In settlement Is pre- 
vented; disputes between tho em- 
ployer and tho injured employe are 
prevented and unnecessary coBt, both 
to tho employer and the injured em- 
ploye, are avoided, bo that tho In- 
jured' party never receives the whole 
amount of the indemnity. 

"Notwithstanding tho failure of the 
employers' -liability commission to 
ngroe upon tho form of bills for sub- 
mission to tho general assembly, your 
honorable body will find Its report a 
very full discussion of tho questions 
Involved In this matter, which will bo 
of great sorvlco to you In your consid- 
eration of. this important subject." 

Factory Inspection. 
After referring to the "so-called 
health, * safety and comfort act pro- 
viding for the protection of health of 
employes In factories, mercantile es- 
tablishments, ^mills and workshops 
and the law limiting tho hours of labor 
for women to ten," the message says: 
"Our stato has taken the leadership 
In many forms of labor and industrial 
legislation and tho passage of tho two 
acts mentioned marked a distinct ad- 
vance in this direction. "Under the 
first of thoso laws, provision was made 
for tho installation of bffoctlvo safe- 
guards for dangerous machinery and 



for modern and improved methods of 
sanitation and ventilation. This, act 
has been recognized as a model for 
legislation of this character in other 
states, and since its enactment lias 
been accepted by tho employers of our 
state as desirable legislation, with tho 
enforcement of which they have been 
generally in sympathy. Under its 
provisions the department, since Jan- 
uary, 1910, when the law went into 
effect, has made 3,934 inspections, 
2,217 in Cook county and 1,074 outr 
aide of Cook county. 

The failure to put the state fire mar- 
shal law Into effect because of the 
inadequate provision for tho support 
of the department was recounted, 
somo of the work given, and the gov- 
ernor recommended that an appropri- 
ation be made that would enable the 
department to take up the work for 
which it was created. 

Anti-pass Law. 

The message again referred to anti- 
paas legislation and the "evils inci- 
dent to tho practice of granting 
passes and other special favors by 
public service corporations." Tho rec- 
ommendation was made that the legis- 
lature enact an anti-pass law "govern- 
ing steam and electric railroads and 
of an anti-frank law governing tele- 
graph, telephone and express compa- 
nies, and a law prohibiting gas and 
electric companies from furnishing 
service without chargo to public offi- 
cials." 

General Election Laws. 
On tho subject of an amendment to 
the general election laws, tho mes- 
sage contained the following: 

"At tho last, special, session of the 
general assembly certain bills for tho 
amendment of the general election 
laws wero introduced but failed of 
passage. Tho amendments Included 
provisions for compulsory service as 
Judges and clerks of election and the 
conferring upon boards of election 
commissioners of the power to ap- 
point judges and clerks of election to 
.servo in precincts in which they did 
not reside. The purpose and propri- 
ety of these amendments is apparent 
to any one familiar" with certain po- 
litical conditions which, especially in 
Cook county, have permitted illegal 
voting and other offenses which tho 
suggested amendments were designed 
to prevent. 

The bills introduced at the special 
session In which these amendments 
wero embodied wero senate bills num- 
bers 31, 32 (as amended) and 33, and 
House bills 2G, 27 and 28, to which 
reference Is made for Information 
which may be of servico to your hon- 
orable body in your consideration of 
this subject. 

"I strongly urge that the amend- 
ment of our general election laws re- 
ceive the careful consideration of tho 
general assembly at the present ses- 
sion and that measures be enacted 
which will aid in promoting the pur- 
ity of elections by strengthening their 
supervision and- control through the 
agency of tho courts, of judges and 
clerks of ejections, of boards of elec- 
tion eomiD.'*Mtf oners, and of all others 
upon whoni Is Imposed the duty of 
protecting tho voters of Illinois In thq 
free and impartial exercise of their 
rights under tho election laws of the 
stato and of preventing and punishing 
frauds in the conduct and administra- 
tion of elections." 

Corrupt Practices. 
Tho affirmative vote for a corrupt 
practices act at tho last general elec- 
tion Is referred to by the governor and 
the necessity for tho enactment of 
such a law is emphasized. He points 
out that Buch la*ws havo been adopted 
In fifteen states from which an ade- 
quate measure may be prepared. 
Commission Form of Government. 
The governor calls attention to the 
recall provision in the commission 
form of government which requires a 
petition to be signed by 75 per cent 
of the voters before the recall can 
bo submitted to them. Ho refers to 
the 25 per cent provision in the Des 
Moines, Iowa, and the Los Angeles, 
California, commission acts, which • 
seems to be an adequate protection. 
Continuing, he says: 

"This system hns been found safe- 
guards against unduo use of tho recall 
and at the same time permits recourse 
to it on the part of votors in flagrant 
caBos. I am informed that no instance 
of the use of the recall has occurred 
under tho Des Moines act and but ono 
under that of Los Angeles. Those 
matters aro presentod for your con- 
sideration in connection with tho sug- 
gested amendment of tho bill." 
The Lincoln Way. 
One of tho most Interesting rem- 
ommendations of tho messago 1b for 
the marking and dedication of the 
route pursued by Abraham Lincoln on 
his removal from Hodgenvllle, Ken- 
tucky, through Indiana to tho city of 
Springfield. Tho state of Kentucky 
has already taken action in tho mat- 
ter and tho portion of tho route in 
that state, approximately fifty miles 
.in length, is known as "The Lincoln 
Way." 

The recommendation of the message 
is afi follows: 

"In my judgment. It is fitting that 
Illinois should join hands with Ken- 
tucky in founding this striking me- 
morial, In the hope that Indiana will 
make it complete, bo that an un- 
broken road from the place of Lin- 
coln's birth to his last resting place 
may typify. tho continuity he gave to 
our nation's life. 

"Accordingly, I recommend that an 
act be passed by your honorable body, 
directing the Stato Historical society 
to make the necessary investigations, 
determine the exact. route traveled by 
Lincoln on his removal to Illinois, 
and empowering and directing the 
state highway commission to erect 
such markers and suitable monuments 
and signB sb may be noceusiry to 
mark tho way in a prominent and 
permanent fashion."

Riots Duo to Political Dissatisfaction 
Reported In State of Para— Gov- 
ernment Exercises Rigid Censor- 
ship Over All Dispatches. 

Rio Janeiro.— Forty-four members 
of the recent naval revolt, Including 
Joao Candido. their leader, have "died 
suddenly" in prison, according to tho 
Journal do Commercio in its iasuo 

Friday. 

Candido succumbed to gangrene 
•while a prisoner, twenty-six of his as- 
sociates died from sunstroko while 
engaged in repairing the fortress on 
Cobras Island and eighteen others 
were suffocated In their cells in the 
prison on Villegalnon Island. 

When the latter of tho two recent 
naval revolts in Brazil was put down, 
three weeks ago, It was announced 
that the mutinous sailors had been 
sent to states remoto from Rio Ja- 
neiro, where they would bo employed 
iu the construction of highways and 
railroads. The mutineers had surren- 
dered, and it was oillclally announced 
that the disorders were at an end. 

There are persistent rumors of dis- 
turbances In the State of Para, on tho 
north coast, due to political dlssatls-J 
faction. Rioting is said to have oc- 
curred at Para. 

Nictheroy, the capital of the State 
of Rio Janeiro, and situated across tho 
harbor from the federal capital, Is un- 
der martial law, and the troops oc- 
cupy all the public buildings. 

The rigid censorship maintained by 
tho government since tho revolt in 
the navy was put down makes it im- 
possible" to confirm officially these 
rumors of rioting at Para and else- 
where in tho republic. Tho censor- 
ship includes the newspapers here. 

Washington.— Tho report from Rio 
Janeiro that the forty-five rlugleaders 
in the recent revolt In the Brazilian 
navy had "died suddenly" aroused in- 
terest, but caused no surprise in this 

city. 

Tho recent naval revolts at Rio 
were particularly humiliating to tho 
Brazilian government, and the sudden 
demise of Candido and his associates 
has been looked for. These men cap- 
tured two of tho most powerful of 
modern battleships, dominated the 
city with tho 13-inch guns and forced 
the government to grant the reforms 
tho mutineers demanded. 

It is feared here that the "sudden 
death" of theso sailors may yet cause 
serious trouble to the big - South 
American republic. 



CARBINEERS HOLD BACK MOB 

Relatives of Camorrlsts Fall to Res- 
cue Prisoners, Charged With Mur- 
der, From Italian Officers. 



Viterbo, Italy.— Thirty-two members 
of tho Camorra, who have been in 
close confinement for three years, 
were transferred from Naples to the 
prison here for trial, after a rioting 
mob of relatives and sympathizers 
failed to rescue them from the police. 
Heavily armed detachments of po- 
lice and carbineers forced back the 
mob with their guns and succeeded In 
effecting the transfer ofrm the 
train. 

Tho men were brought here to 
•stand trial for the murder of James 
Cuocolo, a leading member of the 
band, who had incurred the vengeance 
of the Camorrists for alleged acts of 
treachery. Cuocolo's body was found 
on the seashore near Naples In June, 
1906, and tho mutilated <v body of his 
wifo was discovered shortly after- 
ward In a house near by. 

The prisoners descended from the 
car In groups of five chained together. 
They comprised all varieties of tho 
social scale, from dandy to lazzarone. 
Chief among them was Enrico Alfano, 
better known as Errlcnne, head of tho 
Camorra, who was arrested In New 
York in April, 1907, by Detective Pe- 
troslno. 
$ The mob, temporarily held in check 
by a show of autliorlty, broke into 
cries, shrieks and execrations at sight 
of tho prisoners, and attempted to 
break through tho lines to get nea£ 
thorn, but the carbineers pushed them 
back with their guns. 



Millionaire Says That People Are Bled 
to Pay Dividends on Nine Bil- 
lions of Watered Stock. 

Akron, O.— Declaring that excessive 
freight rates are responsible for tho 
high cost bfj living. Ohio C. Barber^ 
tho millionaire match magnate, has 
sent a letter to every member of con- 
Sress demanding reforms. 

In addition to the regulation of 
freight rates, he. demands that laws 
be passed that will effectually limit 
railroad and Industrial capitalization. 
He declares the freight business of 
the railroads costs each family $87 a 
year. This latter, coupled with the 
other earnings of the railroads, he as- 
serts, has boosted the average rail- 
road cost per family to $127 annually. 
Barber starts his letter to the con- 
gressmen with these three demands: 
"What la the matter with America? 
"What is the matter with congress? 
"Why has the seat of government 
been transferred to Wall street?" 

Continuing, he says: "Personally, 
I appreciato fully the Importance of 
stability of vested rights in property, 
corporate or personal. 

"But I vigorously contend that the 
commission of excesses in the capital- 
ization of corporate companies for- 
feits Instantly tho right to claim faco 
value for such capitalization In the 
levying of a tax upon the American 
public for the payment of dividends 
ui:ou this watered stock. And in this 
offense the railroads always have set 
the pace. 

"Conceived in the master minds of 
Huntington, Morgan, Hill and Harri- 
r an, this policy has been worked out 
to a nicety. These clothed the scheme 
in the pretty catch phrase of a 'com- 
munity of Interests' and cleverly set 
about to grab all the through trunk 
lines of railroad from coast to coast 
"They argued plausibly, and with 
truth, that these trunk Hues were the 
great arteries which maintained the 
life of commerce; that they were a ne- 
cessity for quick transportation. 

"Approximately nlno billions of 
this IS billions of railroad capitaliza- 
tion is fictitious; purely and Blmply 
watered stock, upon which tho people 
of tho United States are taxed in rail- 
road rates to maintain the annual div- 
idends. 

"Despite this tremendous stock wa- 
tering, the railway net earnings have 
advanced steadily and the average div- 
idend rate has more than doubled in 
the last 15 years. 

"In 1S94 the dividend rate was 1.66 
per cent. Last year it averaged 3.68 
per cent, and the railroads earned a 
net Income of $852,153,280. 

"And the people paid tho freight! 
"Railroad presidents Indignantly 
deny that freight rates affect tho cost 
of existence. James J. Hill and W. C. 
Browne declare low acreage produc- 
tion by the farmer is responsible for 
high prices. 

"Trust magnates disagree. All seek 
to shift the responsibility. S. R. Gug- 
genheim says It is extravagance on 
the part of tho laborer. Ogden Ar- 
mour says It Is the law of nature. 

"This one problem of railroad 
freight rates is tho great economic 
question of the age. Wero It fairly 
solved all other lines of commerce 
and trade would soon adjust them- 
selves and a moro equitable distribu- 
tion of tho products of business would 

result.

This seat young Elkins will hold for a 
period of but three weeks, when tho 
legislature will appoint a miccessor. 

Writ Prevents Mayor's Recall. 
Seattle, Wash.— Federal Judge Han- 
ford Friday granted an injunction to 
Frank H.'Scoboy of Chicago prevent- 
ing tho recall of Mayor H. C. Gill of 
Seattle. This was the first attempt of 
this kind ever made in this 
country. 



Shpots Wife, Kills Himself. 
Philadelphia,— Henry Beckman, a 
foreman for the Adams Express com- 
pany, Friday shot his. wife and killed 
himself at their homo. 'Jealousy was 
fhe* cause of the tragedy. 



Jeffernon City, Mo.— H. It. Ogles- 
by, a member of the board of rail- 
road commissioners, has issued a 
statement In which ho outlines bills 
the board will ask tho legislature to 
pass at this session. These give tho 
commissioners moro power in regu- 
lation of the railroads. Among these 
bills aro tho following: 

To Rtvo the commission more power over 
pxpresa companies to prevent charges ■ In 
excess of printed tariffs and to give cities 
of certain claaa fro« delivery. 

To prevent railroads and expresB com- 
panies from holding claims an unreason- 
ahle length of time. 

To prevent railroad companies from 
delaying freight an unreasonable length 
of tlmo In transit. 

Tor the weighing of coal by tho rail- 
roads at the destination to prevent the 
shortage on shipments of coal. In open 
cars. 

Mr. Oglesby believes the legislature 
will Increase tho powers of the com- 
mission. 



Now York.— The Carnegie Trust 
company, with nearly $9,000,000 de- 
posits and wide connections in the 
south and west,, was closed Saturday 
by order of State Superintendent of 
Banks Cheney. 

The Institution was In serious 
trouble In the panic of 1907 and never 
fully recovered. Its lato president. 
Mr. Dickinson, died last year amid 
peculiar circumstances. 

In 1907 tho institution was organ- 
ized and after tho retirement of Les- 
lie M. Shaw from the office of secre- 
tary of the treasury he becamo its 
president. The name of Carnegie as 
applied to the institution attracted to 
it much attention, but the adoption of 
this name was without Andrew Car- 
negie's authority or approval. It is 
understood he was not a stockholder 
and not immediately identified with it. 
Mr. Shaw's connection with the bank 
ceased after a. few months because of 
differences with the other officers of 
the institution. 

It is understood that a year ago tho 
Institution was in" trouble growing out 
of the fact that one of its chief of- 
ficers, in connection with a well- 
known banker of Wall street, effected 
a large loan from the company to en- 
ablo him to buy and consolidate with 
it another institution, but this falling 
through left the Carnegie institution 
with a largo amount of funds locked 

up. 

The suspension was not unexpected 
in the financial district, and, though 
tho pinning of tho notice of closing on 
the doors brought a crowd of deposi- 
tors and others having business with 
tho institution, they gradually melted 
away and there was little to indicate 
that the failure had taken place. Tho 
suspension caused selling on the Btock 
exchange, but tho declines were not 
large. Important banking interests 
rendered support wherever necessary. 
Announcement was made that tho 
Equitable Trimt company had ab- 
sorbed tho Madison Trust company 
and that J. P. Morgan & Co. would 
guarantee tho deposits of the Nine- 
teenth and Twelfth Ward banks. 

Certain directors In tho Carnegie 
company wero also directors in thq 
Madison, Nineteenth and Twelfth 
Ward institutions, but they have sold 
out their holdings and resigned. 



Washington. — The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has laid down 
a new rule to tho effect that tho 
awarding of reparation will not nec- 
essarily follow the reduction of a rate, 
whether it be done by the voluntary 
action of tho railroad or through an 
order of the commission. 

For several years each reparation 
case presented to -tho commission has 
been determined on tho facts ad- 
duced at tho hearings without refer- 
ence to any rule of practice of tho 
commission. On account of the im- 
menso number of reparation com- 
plaints filed by shippers, it has been 
deemed necessary that certain general 
principles bo laid down. These prin- 
ciples are presented by Judge Clem- 
ents in tho case of tho Anadarko Cot- 
ton Oil company against tho Atchison, 
Topoka & Santa Fe railway and other 
carriers. 

Cottonseed oil is a largo product of 
Oklahoma. Much of it is shipped by 
rail to Galveston, Tex., for transship- 
ment by water to various ports of tho 
world. By tho terms of tho decision 
handed down the rates on cottonseed 
oil are reduced materially from points 
in Oklahoma to Galveston, tho reduc- 
tion amounting to' about four cents a 
hundred pounds, approximately 10 per 
cent. Tho existing rates wero declared 
to be unreasonable and deflnlto rates 
for tho future were fixed. 

No order is made by the commis- 
sion, but tho carriers aro given 90 days 
in which to adjust their rates In con- 
formity with the opinion of tho com- 
mission. Reparation, however, is not 
granted in tho case, although it was 
prayed for by the complainant

Washington.— When congress came 
together immediately following the 
holiday recess it _found itself con- 
fronted with a stupendous amount of 
work which it was necessary to ac- 
complish within a time limit of eight 
weeks. It la true that the appropri- 
ation bills are in protty good shape 
for early passage, but thero are other 
matters of legislation which the Re- 
publican majority. 1b determined to at- 
tend to beforo losing control of the 
house, and then there are the Lorimer 
and tho Balllnger-Pinchot matters to 
bo disposed of, both of which are like- 
ly to bo ;provocatIvo of acrimonious 
and long drawn out debate. 

Tho Republicans aro determined ap- 
parently to secure quickly the enact- 
ment of the Longworth tariff commis- 
sion bill. The present majority party 
hopes by means of a tariff commission 
law to cause trouble for tho Demo- 
crats when they ore laying plans for 
tariff revision .next winter. Tho Re- 
publicans hold, that tho country will 
object to tariff revision of any kind 
except in accordance with tho rec- 
ommendations of tho tariff experts 
and that tho Democrats if they at- 
tempt such revision will meet with 
robuko. 

Democrats Will Be Cautious.

Plan New Attack on Child Labor. 
There is a plan on tho way to devel- 
opment to bring again before congress 
In an aggressive way legislation in- 
tended to correct tho ovIIb of child 
labor.

Weeks May Manago Taft Campaign. 
It seems to have been accepted 
as a fact, by some of the politicians 
of both parties that John W. Weeks, 
a representative in congress from 
Massachusetts, is to bo the next 
chairman of . the Republican na- 
tional committee, succeeding Frank 
H. Hitchcock, who now holds that of- 
flco in connection with his cabinet 
position of postmaster general. 

Why Mr. Weeks* succession to- tho 
chairmanship of tho great Republican 
party should bo accepted as a fact It 
Is hard to Bay, for as yet thero 1b 
nothing yet but gossip and. rumor and 
a trifling bit of .activity back of the 
report. Mr. Weeks conducted an able 
campaign on behalf of hlmsolf in Mas- 
sachusetts at the recent election and 
he succeeded In winning a contest the 
outcomo of which was admitted In 
ndvanco to bo extremely doubtful. Tho 
Massachusetts man, however, has had 
no wide experience In national politi- 
cal affairs and this, combined with 
somo other things which are sharply 
pertinent to tho present situation, 
makes It seem doubtful to some of the 
more acuto party leaders whether or 
not tho congressman will bo called to 
the helm of the party ship. 

Taft Will Refy on Crane.' 
It can be taken for granted that 
from now on Senator W. Murray Crane 
of Massachusetts will bo ono of the 
close, if not tho closest, political ad- 
visors of President Taft, who as the 
country knowB Is in the field definitely 
as a candidate for re-election. Mr. 
Crano has peculiar political capabili- 
ties. He never was able to mako a 
speech which would direct more than 
passing attention, but he is an organ- 
izer and a brlnger together of factions 
of surpassing ability. 

There, are men "who say that there 
1b no other Republican in the country 
who knows political conditions In all 
tho sections bo well as does the Junior 
senator from Massachusetts. 

The president always has consulted 
Senator Crano and If John W. Weeks 
Is* made chairman of the Republican 
national committee It will bo on tho 
advice of. his fellow Massachusetts 
roan, tho Junior senator. Mr. Crane 
holds tho key to tho situation, but 
there is a good- deal of doubt as to 
whother or not he will ^finally give 
his adherence to Mr. Weeks. 

Murray Crane, who will loom large 
In the • next Republican campaign, 
probably .as a "manager without cam- 
paign office/' Is known as "tho Qreat 
Compromiser," a tlUe which was 
given to the dead and gone Honry 
Clay. Mr. Crane, however, la no Clay, 
and perhaps if ho is modest ho will 
not pretend to be, but he is ono of 
the shrewdest politicians In the Re- 
publican party and it Is a man of his 
stamp- rather than a great statesman 
whose services are required by a par- 
ty that Wants to win victories and es- 
pecially by a party which must forge 
to the front handicapped by a recent 
and, as somo people declare It, a 
crushing dofoat , 




BEVERIDGE IN MINORITY REPORT 

ASSERTS ELECTION N AT 

SPRINGFIELD INVALID. 



ILLINOIS MAN DENIES GUILt 



Makes Short Speech Declaring Him- 
self and Frlonds Innocent of . 
Participation In Any Cor- 
rupt Practices. 



Washington. — Tho Lorimer .battle 
was opened Monday with a contest be- 
tween Senators • Beverldgo and Owen, 
both of whom Bought tho right to fire 
the first gun In/the samo cause. 

Senator Beverldgo, by virtue of .be- 
ing a member of tfio. committee on 
privileges and elections; which investi- 
gated charges of bribery against Mr. 
Lorimer, gained a tactical victory by 
filing a minority ro'port attacking the 
position of his colleagues on tho com- 
mltteo who voted to oxonerate the Illi- 
nois senator. 

Senator Owen, however, introduced? 
a resolution to declare tho election of • 
Senator Lorimer to have, been Illegal 
and, void, but he was not permitted at 
that lime to address the senate in Its 
support. 

Mr. Beverldgo then submitted his 
report, the conclusion of which vrqp: 

"That this election was invalid un- 
der any possible view of the law. If 
the senate so concludes It Is our duty 
so to declare. Therefore I submit tho 
following resolution: 

"•Resolved, That William Lorimer 
was not duly and legally elected to a 
seat In the senato of tho United 
States by the legislature of the slate 
of Illinois/ " 

Before tho report was. filed Sen p tor 
Lorimer. mado a brief speech, declar- 
ing his innocence of bribery and the 
Innocence of his friends of any parti- 
cipation in corrupt practices in con- 
nection with his election! He an- 
nounced his intention to be present 
during the discussion of his case. 

The parliamentary tangle as to 
which, of tho two senators desiring to 
open the attack on Senator 'Lorimer 
should have precedence was not set- 
tled until after an appeal had been ta- 
ken from a ruling by Vice-President 
Sherman and he had been reversed. 

The Boverldge minority report re- 
views the - testimony bearing on tho 
alleged acceptance of bribes by four 
members of the legislature, and tho 
testimony of these men that the 
bribes had been paid by three other 
members. 

The report declares, that it Is an un- 
disputed fact of tconcluaivo force* al- 
though the majority Ignores It, that 
tho confessed bribe takors were shown 
to have had in their possession, In 
bills of largo denominations, unusual- 
ly largo sums of money soon after tho 
dates when they aworo to having re- 
ceived the alleged bribes. 

This statement is made In reply to 
tho contention of the majority that 
tho men who confessed to having re- 
ceived bribes wero not to be be- 
lieved. 

Tho minority report argues that 
only a majority vote under the cir- 
cumstances in the Lorimer case would 
be necessary to declare tho seat va- 
cant. At the same time it declares 
that the evidence In tho case requires 
tho senate to consider whether Mr. 
Lorimer was Informed of what was 
going on In Ills behalf. If it were 
shown that Mr. Lorimer possessed 
such information, Mr. Boverldge ar- 
gues that tho senate should vote to 
expel, which would requlro a two- 
thirds vote. 

Discussing Mr. Lorimer's connec- 
tion with the election, Mr. Boverldge 
points out that Mr. Lorimer was "a 
seasoned politician," and that he was 
"on the ground during tho session of 
tlto legislature." Mr. Lorimer is de- 
clared to have been the "Intimate" of 
Browne, charged with having been 
one of the principal bribe givers.

Chlcago.—Tho Indicted oeef pack- 
ers lost their third fight in the federal 
courts to evade trial on the criminal 
charges against them when Judge 
George A. Carpenter, in tho United 
States district court on Monday, held 
that they could not take advantage of 
contempt, proceedings to have tho 
criminal case dismissed. 

Tho'court denlod a motion to dis- 
miss the. Indictments against tho pack- 
ers and allowed counsel for the. de- 
fendants ten days within which to 
take tho next step In tho matter. Un- 
loss something unforseon occurs, the 
packers will file a demurrer or plead 
to the Indictments. 

Judge Carpenter said ho was anx- 
ious to have the matter proceed with- 
out further delay,, so that the trial 
might bo concluded beforo tho next 
summer adjournment of court.

, Cincinnati.— Tho United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals Monday decided 
against tho Chesapeake & Ohio Rail- 
road company In' a suit for $3,000 000 
damages brought by Mrs^ Jean McICell 
of Chillicotho, O., for alleged breach 
of contract.

He. belioved, therefore taught, that 
health Is the necessary result of 
obedience; disease that of diso- 
bedience to physical laws; that 
all stlmuJantB, whether alcoholic 
or narcotic, aro pernicious, and Bhould 
bo rejected, save,, possibly, In those 
rare cases where ono poison' may bo.. 
wisely employed to neutralize or expel 
another; he condemned tea and coffee, 
as well as tobacco, opium and alcoholic 
potables— cider and beer equally with 
brandy an J gin, save that the poison Is 
more concentrated in the latter. He 
disapproved of all spices and condi- 
ments cavo (grudgingly) a very little 
Bait; and he hold that more suitable 
and wholesome food for human beings 
than the flesh of animals can almost al- 
ways be procured, and should bo pre- 
ferred. The bolting of meal, to sep- 
arate Its coarser. from its finer parti- 
cles, he alBo reprobated, teaching that 
the ripe, sound'berry of wheat or ryo, 
being ground to tho requisite Oneness, 
should In no manner be sifted,* but 
should be made Into loavos' and eaten 
precisely as the millstones deliver It
